ORDER: 


Whereas it was brought to the notice of the Government that Sri P.Prabhakar Raju, 
formerly Assistant Prohibition and Excise Superintendent, Tenali and (3) other Excise officials 
committed offenses punishable under the Prevention of Corruption Act, 1988 r/w IPC and 
consequently, it was decided to prosecute said Sri P.Prabhakar Raju along with the other (3) 
Excise officials for the above said offenses and accordingly sanction was accorded to prosecute 
them in a court of law and the case in C.C.No.09/2011 is pending with the Special Judge for 
Special Police Establishment & Anti Corruption Bureau cases at Vijayawada; 


2. And where as it was also brought to the notice of the Government that said Sri 
P. Prabhakar Raju violated the Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Conduct) Rules, 1964 in so much 
as collection of mamools and failure to submit APRs and consequently, it was decided to initiate 
disciplinary proceedings against him and accordingly, the Commissioner, Prohibition and Excise 
being the Disciplinary Authority initiated disciplinary proceedings against him under the Andhra 
Pradesh Civil Services (Classification, Control and Appeal) Rules, 1991 and are pending; 


3 And whereas, the Commissioner of Prohibition and Excise in his letter reference 4th 
read above, meanwhile, forwarded the representation of Smt.P.Padmasree, Wio Late 
P.Prabhakar Raju, Prohibition & Excise Inspector(retd) along with death certificate, where in it 
was stated that said P.Prabhakar Raju was expired on 26.05.2021 due to Covid-19 and 
requested to abate further action against him under Andhra Pradesh Revised Pension Rules 
and to release all terminal benefits and family pension; 


4. Government, after careful examination of the matter, hereby abate further action against 
Sri P.Prabhakar Raju, formerly Assistant Prohibition and Excise Superintendent, Tenali, Expired 
on 26.05.2021, subject to recovery of loss, if any, caused to Government, in terms of Rule 9 (7) 
of Andhra Pradesh Revised Pension Rules, 1980.
